Some RevtucTIONS upon the E. of DANBY, 
in relation to the Mirder of Sir Edmund-bury Godfrey.

ated to the Parliament and Kingdom.

pers'd every. day , not onely againſt the Earl of Danby , but 
agaiift the King himſelf and his Government.
